Churchill will go into conference 
at Quebec surrounded by an atmos-

T hrough the use of terraces in

a planned crop 
rotation system , the cotton yield 
on the Joe L. B aker farm near the

more than 50 pounds an acre, ac­ 
cording to C. O. Ferguson, soil con­ 
servation service work unit leader. 
"Mr. Baker has gone a long way 
in developing his pasture which 
form erly was a w orn-out cultivated 
field," Ferguson said.

"An original investm ent of $376 
in sheep has returned Mr. B aker 
$961 in leas th an c. year, end th at 
does not include the grazing of the 
sheep which saved him about 75 
cents an acre for mowing,” the unit 
leader declared.
